,Sir Thomas emphasized the fact 
that the increase. in. Canada’s nation- 
al debt* was due entirely. to the war. 
He-declared that of. all nations which 
had been in the war since the begin- 
ning, Canada’s financial condition was 
the best. ‘rhe per capita debt of Can- 
da amounted to about-$250. In New 
Zealand it was $900 per head; in Aus- 
tralia it was over $300. 

$79,000,000 PROFITS TAX. 

The member for Kent (Mr. MeCoig) 
had-taken the stand, that the govern- 
ment had been remiss in coliecting a 
share of the profits from industries 
which had derived benefit from the 
war. Thd mihister of ‘finance declared 
that assessments totalling $79,000,000 
had been made under the business 
profits tax. This tax was higher than 


‘in any other country in the world, and 


he believed that Canada was the only 
country -which was continuing it 
throughout the present year. 

Sir. Thomas, continuing, said that of 
all the loans floated in the war by 
any of the belligerents, the last Can- 
adian victory loan was by far the 
greatest success. 

As to the loan being tax exempt, 
Sir Thomas said that if’ it had not 
been tax éxempt the country would 
not have obtained anything like the 
amount of money it did obtain, or 
would have had to pay a much higher 
rate of interest. The government 
was in the war to the hilt, and did 
what had been done in order to meet 
the situation, to keep the man at the 
front and to provide credits to enable 
the country to continue the war. 

INCOME TAX DIFFICULTIES. 

There was criticism of the income 
tax. But it should be remembered 
that in. some provinces, as in British 
Columbia, there was a triple income 
tax. At the present time the Cana- 
dian income tax was on about the 
same basis as that of the United 
States. Were it made too heavy, it 
would debar, many people from com- 
ing into the countky. Furthermore, 
the Dominion government, in the 
matte of taxation, should have re- 
gard to provincial and municipal Te- 
quirements. 

He thought that the adoption of a 
land tax would not be wise at the 
present time. j 

Sir Thomas attributed the high 
cost of living to diminished produc- 
tion and increased consumption due 
to the war. If there are combines,

‘One. of the first lessons he learns 
is how to fly.. He really knows how 
to do this, but «needs practice until 
his wings grow strong endugh to 
carry him through ‘the air, Many- 
young birds ‘begin this. practice: be- 
fore they leave the nest. I have 
often seen a nestling beating and 
beating his. wings without stirring 
an: inch’ from his: tiny home. 

You have heard, perhaps, that the 
father and mother’ birds push - their 
babies out of the nest. Do not be- 
lieve any such thing because it is 
not true. I have seen many young 
birds leave their nests of their own 
accord, but never one pushed out. 
Sometimes the “mother may coax her 
children, but often they fly out. while 
the’ parents are away finding -food: 

After the youn bird leaves the 
nest his father and mother follow 
and feed him for he does not yet 
know how to feed himself., This is 
‘the next lesson he has to learn. He 
must ‘also know where to sleep, and 
how to protect himself from all the 
other creatures which want to catch 
him and eat him. Then he must be 
able to sing, and no doubt there are 
many other lessons for him to learn 
that we do not know about. 

‘Once I-had a good chance to watch 
two young blue jays learn to get their 
own living. After they had left the 
nest they lived in a little grove, 
where I could easily find them when 
I went to watch.. They ‘seemed to 
he always hungry and every few min- 
utes one of the parents would hurry 
up with a grasshopper or some other 
insect to stuff into the wideopen 
mouths. They were fed choke-cher- 
ries, too. These little wild cherries 
grew on a big tree in the grove. 

One day after giving the twins 
chokecherrfes, the parents’ slipped 
quietly out of, sight, and stayed away 
a long time. I could see them 
perching near but the young birds; 
could not. The father and. mother 
were not hunting food, as usual, but 
seemed to be taking a rest. I won- 
dered ‘at this, for -I had never seen 
them resting since the little ones 
were hatched.

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DEPORT THE BOLSHEVISTS. 


There is no good reason, says the 
Toronto Globe, why the Canadian 
taxpayer should be burdened with 
the maintenance of Bolshevists or 
revolutionists from foreign countries 
or from any part of the British Em- 
pire. These gentry should be sent 
}back to the countries whence they 
came, and in the case of the Euro- 
pean breeders of trouble that. would 
be the most severe punishment, for 
none of them want to go back, especi- 
ally the Russians. The only kind of 
Bolshevists that this country should 
be responsible for feeding and lodg- 
ing at the public expense is the Cana- 
dian variety, which is usually repre- 
sented by men whose minds have be- 
come perverted by false teachings, 
who conjure up imaginary wrongs and 
tyrannies from which they never suft- 
ered, and work themselves into .a 
state of frenzy bordering on insanity. 
There are a few Canadian revolution- 
arles, it must be confessed, who can- 
not be accused of weak mentality or 
incipient insanity, and who from mere 
desire for destruction or lust for 

_ power preach doctrines that may lead 
some of their less able fellow-citizens 
to reckless deeds against life and 
property. 

For these preachers of violence, as 
a means to better conditions instead 
of the slower but more certain con- 
stitutional methods, the penitentiary 
is the best abiding place that the 
country can offer. Actuated, no 
doubt by the belief that the lesson 
has been learned, and that clemency 
will but emphasize it, the Govern- 
ment has opened the doors of the 
prisons for some of these revolution- 
ists before they have had time to 
realize that they were “sitting in the 
ashes of their folly.” The result has 
been to spread the impression that 
no great harm can come to anyone 
who implants belief in the wisdom of 
violence in the hearts of unthinking 
mobs.: It is a practise that may yet 
cause the Government to sit in the 
ashes of penitence, with the  sack- 
cloth of regret as their only garment. 


THE POSTAL WORKERS. 


Premier Borden is being attacked 
for his statement in the House of 
Commons that the postal workers 
who had defied. the Government were 
permanently out of the Government 
service. The strike pedple are 
charging him with taking an auto- 
cratic stand. 

If the Premier had. announced, 
says the Winnipeg Free Press, that 
the position of the Government ser- 
vice strikers was open to further con- 
sideration, the same people would at- 
tack the Government for being su- 
pine, spineless, wobbling.

— {STORM Ks 
TWO HUNDRED 
IN MINNESOTA 


RAILWAY TRAIN BLOWN FROM 
TRACKS ; HUNDRED HOUSES 
ARE LEVELLED 


St. Paul, Minn., June 23.—Destruc- 
tion of the central section of Fergus 
Falls, Minn., by a tornado this even- 
ing, with the loss of perhaps 200 
lives, was reported tonight by rail- 
road officjals and seepetshes from 
nearby towns. 

The storm struck the oity: about 
destroying; among 
other buildings, the Grand hotel, in 
which it is reported 75 persons were 
trapped when the structure collapsed. 

Great Northern train No. 1, the 
Oriental Limited, westbound from 
Chicago to Seattle, was blown from 
the track about twenty miles west of 
Fergus Falls, but early reports said 
only one passenger was injured. 
The passengers were taken to Moor- 
head, Minn. 

Reports from Staples said the Great 
Northern depot at Fergus Falls also 
was blown. down by the storm and 
many persons killed there. , 

Brainerd, Minn., residents saw the 


storm sweeping in a northeasterly di--| 


rection, passing over several towns 
after its déstruction at Fergus Falls, 
but no other towns in that vicinity 
reported serious damage. 

At eleven o’clock tonight a special 
train- left the Twin Cities bound for 
Fergus Falls, and is expected to reach

The steers were’purchased each 
year from a local dealer and put in 
the feed lot about December 1st, and 
sold in the following May or June. 

The ration at the commencement of 
about 
two pounds of grain per head per 
day, and this was increased ‘until the 
animals’ were receiving 12 ‘pounds 
‘each per day. Straw was fed during 
the early part of the winter nd later 
this was replaced by prairie hay. 

The following experiments were 
conducted: First, a comparison ‘of 
steers fed inside a straw shed with 
those fed in the open corral. Sécond 
a comparison of hornless -steers with 
those dehorned just before putting in 
the feed lot, and in addition records 
were kept to show the profits on the 
venture. The conclusions reached in- 
dicate the advisability of giving 
steers on the open plains. some pro- 
tection, since the steers fed in the 
straw shed in the winter of 1916-17 
made an average gain of 204 pounds 
each during the feeding period, while 
those feeding in the corral only made 
a gain of 159 pounds. 
winter the same difference in favor 
of the steers fed in the straw shed 
was noted. ; aie 

The only apparent advantages the 
straw shed had were that the steers 
fed under cover, and that the shed 
was less drafty than the roofed end 
of the corral. In the comparison of 
hornless steers with dehorned steers 
the former showed a gain of 119 
pounds each in comparison with 64 
pounds in the same period made ‘by 
the dehorned steers. 

In both years ‘substantial profits 
were realised from steer feeding. The 
average profit per steer over the cost 
of feed amounted to $22.02. 

Notes made on the experiments 
show the importance of selecting for 
feeding’ good, beefy tyne, thick, 
mossy-coated steers. — 

That steers should be dehorned 
while they are calves. 

That some shelter should be pro- 
vided on the open plains. to DrOrECe 
the steers from the winds. _ 

That good straw makes good rough- 
age during the early part of the feed- 
ing season. 

That. well finished. steers usually 
bring the most profit.

-TAXATION OF LAND 
-AGCORDING TO VALUE 


A BETTER SYSTEM THAN THAT 
OF LEVYING TAXES ON. AN AGRE- 
AGE BASIS. 


“When a rate of taxatin amounting 
to about: $2:00 per «auarter section 


was the total tax required to i lev- 


fied on the lands in the Province for 
Provincial or Municipal purposes, the 
fact_that--these- taxes -were -levied-on 
a flat rate of so much per acre, re- 
gardless of the-value of the. land, did 
not cause any.. particular complaint, as 
while it was: not~a fair basis of tax- 
ation; the amount of taxes--payable 
on each quarter section was so small 
that no particular, hardship was caus- 
ed, and the fact that 2 man owning a 
quarter section ‘worth about $1,000 
paid as large a tax as a man owning 
‘a quarter section worth $4,000 was 
not given much consideration. As the 
years “went on it was necessary to 
raise the rate of taxation and to levy 
additional taxes. With._increased 
taxation, it became very evident that 
the levying of taxes on an acreage 
basis was not fair. It is admitted 
that it is impossible to levy taxes on 
an absolutely fair basis, but the in- 
creasing of the amount of taxes pay- 
able_on a quarter section made’ it 
clear -that a system ‘of taxtion where- 
by a quarter section worth only about 
$1,000 was taxed as high as one worth 
$4,000, was not just. Under such a 
system of taxation, taxes are not 
levied in accordance with the ability 
to pay. At a rate of say 10c per 
acre, a man with a quarter’ section 
worth~$1,000 pays $16.00 taxes, so 
does the man with the quarter worth 
$4,000, -That is, the man with the 
‘Breatest ability:to pay, pays only the 
same amount of taxes as his poorer 
noighbor who has land worth only one 
quarter as much. That is, for the 
purpose of taxation the velue of the 
property owned by the man with the 
poorer land is rated mch higher than 
- its real worth, while in the case of 
the man with the more valuable land, 
his property is rated at muchtess than 
it is.wortb. 

In considering the merits of any 
system of taxation,the matter must be 
approached from the standpoint that 
taxes should be paid according to the 
ability to pay, and, looking at it in 
this way, there does not appear to be 
any sound argument against the sys- 
tem of levying taxes according to 
value, rather than on an acreage bas- 
is. This principle having been recog- 
nized in connection with taxes levied 
directly or indirectly-for the benefit 

of. the Province at large, the different 
Acts through which the Province de- 
rives revenue from taxes on lands 
were amended at the last session of 
the Legislature by legislation intro- 
duced by the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs, so that, beginning with the 
year 1920, all taxes levied by the 
Province, either directly or indirect- 
ly, will be levied according to the 
value of the land, and not according 
to the area.. That is, all taxes levied 
on lands outside of organized School 
Districts under the Educational Tux 
Act ; taxes levied. on all lands in tho 
Frovinos~ siege ‘the - Supplementary 


HORSE RACES HONDAY AND TUESDAY | 


Revenue Act; taxes levied on lands 
outside of organized Municipal Dis- 
tricts under the Improvement ‘istrict 
Act, and taxes levied on lands subject 
to taxation under the Wild Lands Tex 
Act, will be levied according 10 the 
value of the land taxed. The only 
exception. will. be the taxation | of 
lands leased from the Qominion Gov- 
ernment, and in these cases the taxes 
will still be levied on an acreage 


basis, but as the rate is low it does. 


not .create any great hardship. 

In preparation for this work, all 
lands outside of organized Munici- 
palities are now being valued under 
the.:direction: -of--the “Minister --of 
Municipal Affairs, and Municipal Dis- 
tricts whichare not7 already levying 
their taxes according to ‘land values, 
will be required ‘to value all their 
lands for the-purpose of taxation un- 
der the Supplementary Revenue Act 
next ‘year. 


. The basis of taxation is the cash 
value of the land without taking into 
account any improvements made upon 
the land by the expenditure of capital 
or labor. In working out this cash 
value there are only three matters 
which ‘are required to be taken into 
consideration, namely : 

First—The nature of the soil. 

Second—The: nature of the surface; 
that is, whether it is broken by 
ravines, coulees or. timber, and so 
on. 

Third—The distance of the 
from a shipping point. 


As the comparative values will only 
change under’ exceptional circum- 
stances, as; for example, where. a'new 
railroad passes through the locality, 
and as this is the third and last con- 
sideration, it will be noted that once 
a‘value is fixed, there will not be very 
much change for some years. This 
being the case, provision has’. been 
made for a valuation by Municipal 
Districts only once inevery five years, 
thus reducing the work and expense 
in connection with the levying of tax- 
es. The first valuation under this 
scheme will be the valuation in the 
year 1920, the next in-the year 1925, 
and so on. Provision has of course 
been made for the valuation in any 
year of land which becomes liable 
to taxation during that year, so that 
the fact. that the general valuation is 
only made every five years, will not 
exempt land from taxation which be- 
comes liable to. assessment and tax- 
ation during any year other than that 
in which the general assessment is 
required to be made. Tax notices will 
of course be issued each year. 

While a change from an acreage 
system of taxation to one according 
to value will cause’ extrd work, mat- 
ters will soon adjust themselves, and 
there should be’no difficulty in admin- 
istering a system of taxation along 
these lines. The fairness of taxation 
according to value will, if the matter 
is given due consideration, appeal to 
all fair-minded people as a_ better 
system of taxation than the acreage 
system which makes the owner of 
poor land, generally a poor man, pay’ 
the same amount of taxes as the own- 
er of good land, who is generally a 
wealthier man and better able to pay. 

One of the main objections to tax- 
ation of land according to value has 
arisen from the fact that many land 
owners are under the belief that if 
taxes are levied. according. to value,
